DEMOCRATS AGAINST IT

Alsant, Aug;. II. The executives hud-B- et

plan reported from th Committee on
Finance, of which Henry h. Stlmsoit In
chairman, w advanced to a thlnl read-
ing y without material amendment

fter tho Constitutional Convention hiul
devoted flvo. of It sessions to a dlcu-Io- n

of the project.
The Democrat suggested a number of

material amendment and In om they
were Joined by at leant a score of

hut nil of thenf were voted
down decisively.

tlepubllcan delegates like Lemuel Uly
Qulgg. YV. M. K. Olcott and Democratic
delegate, Including John Godfrey Saxo,
did not think thai tho Con.tltutlon
should compel the Uovtrnor tu attend
the elona of either the Senate or
Assembly and submit to a heckling,
which they thought on occasion mlsht
not only prove undignified but Intuiting
w ui cniei executive onicer or the State.

But Mr. titlinson would not accede to
any amendment nnd tho convention
Mood hy him. Mr. Stlmson agreed with
William N. Dyman of Urooklvu that an
executive, budget plan would tend to
bring Into tho executive oltlce stronger
men and make men who occupy the of-
fice stronger and more self-relia- thanu now possible.

Would Have to Toe Mark.
Mr. rltlmson Insisted that the fact that

a. Governor wa 10 be open to question-
ing by tho Legislature would tend to
bring out reponlhle utterance from
the executive ami do away with any at
tempt of a Qovtrnor to advance himself
in tn mind of the people at the expensu
01 me legislature by extravagant state
roenta on the stump.

Assemblyman Alfred K. Smith offered
an amendment that at least two-thir- d

of the members of each house must vote
for a bill appropriating money "for
Htata purpose when left, than the whole
of the State Is to be directly or mainly
benefited by the expenditure of tho
money appropriated, except appropria-
tions for the repair und maintenance of
tho canals or the support and construc-
tion of Btate Institutions.

Mr. Smith pointed out that tho bud-
get will not contain much mora than halt
of the appropriations made by the Stale
and that tho Htlnuon plan only gave
the people half of the relief dexlred In
order to enforce economy In Htute ex-

penditures.
Mr. Ktlmson would not accept this

amendment) but had an amendment
adopted providing that when heads of
department submit to the Governor each
year Itemised estimate of appropria-
tion to meet the financial needs of such
departments they hall Include "a state-
ment In detail of all money for which
any general or sptclal appropriation la
desired at tho ensuing session of the
Legislature."

More I.astr tu Uold Hrlck.
Mr. Stlmson thought thnt this amend-

ment would cure the defect pointed out
by Mr. Smith, but the latter Insisted
that It merely added "a little lustre and
a little shine to the proposed gold
brick."

"This amendment will nut meet the
situation," said Mr. Smith, "because
moat of these special appropriations do
net emanate from the head of State
departments but from members of the
Legislature and localities.

"To show my good faith I am will-
ing to compromise by providing that
any special appropriation which the
Governor will recommend along with hi

, budget can be passed by the usual vote
In the Legislature, except that special
appropriation not suggested by the Gov-
ernor must have a two-thir- d vote In
either house. Thl would prevent a
legislator who ha been turned down by
the Governor from log rolling hi ap-
propriation through the Legislature by
a party vote."

A. Leroy Austin agreed with tho pur-
pose of Mr. Smith' amendment, but did
not believe that a minority should be
permitted to hold up an appropriation
where a majority dslred to establish a
new policy of government.

Senutor Wagner offered an nmemlment
that one-thir- d of the member of either
house should he permitted to bring the
Governor before them for questioning,
but thl was defeated,

The Smith amendment wna defeated by
vote or aye. 13; noes, (T, nearly a

cor of Republican voting for It. The
Democrats then abandoned any further

IBort to perfect the amendment and It
was advanced to a third reading.

Muffraaje I'lan Favored.
Deputy Attorney-Gener- Harold

Hlumah, as chairman of the committee
on future amendments, reported favor
ably an amendment deBlred by the worn

n Nuffraglsts governing the Biibmllon
Of their amendment to the voters at thu
November election.

It provide that "If at the general eleo
Hon held In 10 1 G a majority of the clec
tor voting thereon shall approve and
ratify the amendment to section l or Ar

as to embody therein the new matter
contained In said proposed amendment ko
approved."

eoual nt least two-thir- or the nggre
gatb number of vote cast for members

of the aggregate number of voles cast
for member of the Aspomuiy at ucn

lection.'

NEW STATE RULE PLAN
IS REPORTED FA VORABLY

Tanner Amendment to Constitution Would Consoli-- '
date Boards and Departments and Provide

for the Short Ballot.

Alsant, Aug. 11. The big fight In

the Constitutional Convention will coma
next week over the Tanner plan re
organizing the Stat government by
adopting the short ballot and giving the
Governor power to appoint all heads ot
department.

Thl plan wa reported favorably to
the convention by Frederick C.

Tanner. Republican State committed
chairman and head of the convention
commltteo on Oovernor and Stat
officer. It provides only for the eloo-tlo- n

of Governor, Lieutenant-Governo- r,

Attorney-Gener- and Comptroller and
the establishment of thirteen executive
departments, the head ot which ar to
be appointed by the Oovernor.

The work now done by the 153 State
department and commissions I to be
divided among' the thirteen depart-
ments under laws to be pMised by thu
Legislature next winter, and If the con-
vention and the people approve the Tan-
ner plan It will go Into operation on
January, 1117, when the terms of tho
present elective State official expire.

Term of Four Ve-ar-

Along with the Tanner plan ha been
reported favorably from the snme com-
mittee a constitutional amendment In-

creasing the term of the Oovernor from
two to four yar and his salary from
$10,000 to $50,000 to t ake effect n
January 1 next as to salary, but th.l
four year term of Governor will not
apply except to the Oovernor elected In
1918, so that tho Governor elected next
year will have but a twp year term.

The Tanner plan ha the support of
F.llhu Hoot, and If It la adopted by the
convention and tho people It will be
determining factor n to who will tvi
the Hepubllcnn candidate for Governor
next year. Gov. Charles R Whltmoii
has already announced that he Ib a
candidate for renomlnntlon.

If Kllhu Iloot Is not to be the Republi
can nominee for I'rcsldent next year, tho

dare. Henry U Stlmson will be thn
next Republican nominee for Governor
and Frederick C. Tanner the Republican
nominee for United States Senator next
year to succeed Senator O'Gorman.

He shall be
elected at th samo time and for th
same term a the Governor.

"1, There shall be a" department of
audit nnd control, tho head of which
hall be the Comptroller.

elected at the same time and for the
arr.e term as the Oovernor. He shall

audit and verify all financial transac-
tion of the State and of the civil divi-

sions thereof a provided by law, and
verify all ofllclal statement of assets,
liabilities, revenues and expenses. He
shall report to the Legislature and the
State department from time to time us
provId.nl by law, and shall lay before
the department of Justice sireh piattets
as In hi Judgment necessitate action by
that department. No executive or ad-
ministrative functions not appropriate
and necessary to thu foregoing duties
shall be Imposed on him.

Against thl may he placed the service
equipment nf 1911, totalling it pound II
ounces. In the cose of the cavalry th
comparison I still more striking, for the
war horse of the late fifteenth century
carried about 150 pound (horse, armor,
rider, rider's armor, arms and saddlery!,
while th German cuirassier horse of
190 carried JS4 pounds.

"Defensive armor wna given up not
because of It actual weight but because
the material waa cumbersome, was not
easily adapted to the conformation of the
body and did not allow of rar.ld or
eaay movement. For example. It I less
Irksome to carry a heavy sack on the
back than an Ingot of Iron of equal
weight, because the ror me r la better dis-
tributed and more adaptuhl. In th
same way the military equipment of

v. a thousrh of eoual we Irht. Is
better suited for rapid inamevrlng thn
plate armor, and much of the equipment
may be discarded without lessening th
fighting efficiency of the soldier.
